PLANS to expand a retail 
park in Wednesbury, paving 
the way for the arrival of top 
brands including M&S and 
Nandos, have been given the 
green light. 

Work at the Gallagher Retail Park, 
near Junction 9 of the M6, is now ex¬ 
pected to start imminently on an ex¬ 
isting car park. 

Other new brands moving to the huge site 
include Currys, Oak Furnitureland, Sofology, 
and Costa Coffee. 

An M&S Food Hall will take 11,000 sq ft of 
the downsized Currys’ unit on a 20-year lease. 

Gallagher bosses have also said the expansion 
plan will create more than 200 jobs in total. 

Wednesbury South ward Councillor Bob 
Lloyd said he welcomed the proposals which 
offered a boost to the town. 

He said: “That area just off the M6 is really 
picking up and this [expansion] will help the 
area around it as well. It’s a positive thing - 
you can never knock something which brings 
more jobs. 

Positive 

“Wednesbury is quite a traditional Black 
Country town, with lots of independent shops 
in the town centre and not many big ‘anchor’ 
stores. So to have the big shops at the retail 
park is complementary. 

“Also people might get off at junction nine to 
go to the retail park then want to come into the 
town - it can be the best of both worlds.” 

Councillor Lloyd also said the overhaul of the 
retail park will also improve traffic flow around 
the complex, as ‘with a bigger park you’ll tend 
to have a better spread of people across it’. The 
200,000 sq ft retail park already has a number 
of high profile names including Next, TK Maxx, 
Outfit, Mamas and Papas, Boots, Furniture Vil¬ 
lage, SCS, Harveys, Burger King and Pizza Hut. 

Chiefs have previously said building work on 
the site should be finished by spring next year. 

Quadrant Estates’ partner James Bidwell 
said: “These latest brands to sign further rein¬ 
force the appeal of Gallagher Retail Park, and 
complement the existing line-up of high profile 
tenants. 

“The new tenants will provide even greater 
vibrancy and vitality to Gallagher Retail Park.” 

But the site is set to be boosted with the new 
development on an existing car park. Other 
new brands moving to the bigger and bet¬ 
ter destination include Currys, Tapi Carpets, 
Oak Furnitureland, Sofology, Mod Pizza and 
Smashburger. 


A CHARITY event has succeeded in raising 
£1,400, despite having to be rearranged due 
to organisers’ fear of trouble from travellers. 

On Saturday, the annual event in aid of 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital went ahead 
at the Gough Arms pub in West Bromwich, 
much to the delight of organiser Kelly Wig¬ 
getts-Clinton. 

She has been organising the fundraiser for 
the past five years to say thank you to the hos¬ 
pital that provides ongoing care and support 
to her son Cruze, six, who was diagnosed with 


two holes in his heart when he was 18 months 
old. Over the years it has raised more than 
£10,000 for the hospital. 

However, after originally planning to hold 
this year’s fundraiser on July 23, Kelly was 
heartbroken that she had to scale it back 
when a group of travellers set up camp over 
the road and were allegedly threatening to 
cause trouble at the pub on Jowetts Lane. 

Due to the group camped out on the green 
space between Wyntor Lane and Schofield 
Avenue, the event was restricted to indoors, 


with the pub operating a locked-door policy. 
But on Saturday the full event took place, 
complete with bouncy castles, face-painting, 
raffles, a variety of stalls, and more. 

Kelly said: “Despite everything we still 
raised £1,400 from the two events, and had 
about 200 people here, including the mayor 
and local councillors, who have been very sup¬ 
portive. After the hard time that we had, see¬ 
ing everyone pull together has been so nice. I 
want to say thank you to everyone that came, 
and to my family and friends.” 


Shopping centre 
in parking boost 

DOZENS more parking spaces are to 
be made available at a shopping cen¬ 
tre in Great Barr. The car park at the 
Scott Arms Shopping Centre will be re¬ 
arranged to allow more vehicles onto 
the site. 

The upgrade forms part of wider 
plans to revamp the centre after it was 
taken over by London and Cambridge 
Properties last year. 

It will mean a total of 159 parking 
spaces will be available and improved 
circulation around the site.

Hospital staff to live 
within a mile of site 

MORE than one in 10 workers at Sandwell’s 
new ‘super hospital’ will live within one 
mile of the site, it has been revealed. 

Toby Lewis, chief executive of the trust 
that will run it, hailed the achievement. 

The £350 million Midland Metropoli¬ 
tan Hospital is being built in Grove Lane, 
Smethwick, and is due to open in autumn 
2018. 

Major progress has been made, with the 
building beginning to take shape. 

Mr Lewis said on his Twitter account: 
“Great to hear 11 per cent of employees 
on Midland Met site live inside a mile of the 
new hospital.”

Record number of 


uni places offered 


RECORD numbers of students have 
been offered university places, as the 
latest A-level results showed the gap 
between boys and girls achieving the 
very top grades has narrowed for the 
first time in five years. 

Boys continued to earn more A*, 
with 8.5 per cent achieving the very 
top grade - although this is down 
from 8.7 per cent last year, contrary 
to some predictions. 

Girls’ results also dropped, with 7.7 
per cent getting an A* compared to 
7.8 per cent in 2015, meaning the gap 
between the two sexes has narrowed 


to 0.8 percentage points from 0.9. 
Including A grades, girls continue to 
slightly out-perform their male coun¬ 
terparts, with 25.9 per cent for girls 
compared to 25.8 per cent for boys. 

The overall pass rate - those 
achieving grades A* to E - remained 
at 98.1 per cent. 

It came as early figures from ad¬ 
missions body Ucas showed a record 
number of almost 424,000 A-level 
students placed in UK higher edu¬ 
cation as of midnight - up three per 
cent on last year. 

Many tuition fees currently stand 


at £9,000 a year. The increase in ad¬ 
missions includes a rise of 11 per cent 
in the number of EU students placed 
at university - the highest number 
recorded. 

UK 18-year-olds from the least ad¬ 
vantaged backgrounds are seven per 
cent more likely to be placed than in 
2015, although the most advantaged 
young people are still two and a half 
times more likely to be accepted into 
higher education. 

Schools Minister Nick Gibb said: 
“It’s hugely encouraging that this 
year sees a record 424,000 appli¬ 


cants already securing a place at one 
of our world-class universities, with 
increasing numbers from disadvan¬ 
taged backgrounds gaining a place 
as well.” 

Mathematics remains the most 
popular subject, accounting for 11 
per cent of all entries, followed by 
English and biology. 

The decline in students taking 
modern foreign languages continued, 
the Joint Council for Qualifications 
(JCQ) data showed, although there 
was an increase in students receiving 
the top grades.

SCHOOLS and colleges 
across Sandwell scored 
some of their best-ever 
A-level results. 

There were jubilant scenes 
throughout the borough as nerv¬ 
ous teenagers gathered to find 
out their marks. 

There was a 100 per cent pass rate 
for students at Barr Beacon School in 
Aldridge. 

Executive headteacher Dame 
Maureen Brennan said: “Results 
like these do not just happen and we 
know that every grade represents 
countless hours of hard work on the 
part of the students, their parents 
and our staff.” 

Tom Castles, aged 18 from Great 
Barr, achieved 4 A*s and now ‘can’t 
wait’ to start his physics degree at 
Durham. 

Bristnall Hall Academy in Oldbury 
celebrated improved A-level results 
with 100 per cent of pupils gaining 
two or more passes, up by seven 
per cent from last year, and 80 per 
cent achieving three or more A-level 
passes. Ormiston Forge Academy in 
Cradley Heath had 63 per cent earn¬ 
ing three or more passes, a four per 
cent increase on last year. 

Accepted 

The large majority of students who 
have applied to university have been 
accepted to study the courses they 
wanted. 

A record number of students at 
Ormiston Sandwell Community 
Academy, where the A -level pass rate 
was 100 per cent, have been accepted 
to university. 

Stuart Bathurst Catholic High 
School in Wednesbury also had a 100 
per cent A*-C pass rate. 

Lois Guy-Hickson, aged 18 from 
Walsall, exceeded what she needed, 
earning 2 A*s and 2 As. She said she 
is ‘excited’ to read medicine at the 
University of Nottingham. 

At Pool Hayes Academy in Wil- 
lenhall the percentage of students 
getting A * to B grades rose from 27 
per cent to 43.6 per cent. The number 
of pupils gaining two or more A* to E 
grades or equivalent remained at 100 


per cent - above the national average. 

Among those who secured a place 
at university is Lewis Soars who will 
be studying law at De Montford after 
achieving an A, B and C. 

Principal Luke Baker said: “We 
will have more of our students than 


ever before going to University in 
September and beginning the next 
stage of their life-long learning jour¬ 
ney. I am delighted for them and wish 
them all the very best for their future 
wherever their journey takes them. 

There were also plenty of smiles 


all round at Wood Green Academy 
in Wednesbury. Among the students 
celebrating success was 18-year-old 
Callum Cavell, from Wednesbury, 
who is going to study at the Univer¬ 
sity of Birmingham. 

He said: “I achieved three As in 
maths, physics and geography which 
I’m really pleased about. I’m looking 
forward to starting university in Sep¬ 
tember, it has been two years hard 
work.” 

Staff and students at Ace Academy 
in Tipton celebrated a ‘fantastic set 
of results’. 

They included 18-year-old Nadia 
Khan, from Tipton, is off to study 
at Aston University after achieving 
three distinction stars and a distinc¬ 
tion in health and social care and 
travel and tourism. A 100 per cent 
pass rate was also recorded at Orm¬ 
iston Shelfield Community Academy. 

Pruthvi Padhinu, 18, from Walsall, 
will be going to study sports therapy 
at Coventry University in September 
and achieving an A* in PE and two 
Bs in business studies. 


Drugs baron 
may lose his 
car to pay 

Off £50,000 

A DRUGS kingpin is to be stripped 
of his hash car and illegal drugs cash 
after an investigation by police. Co¬ 
caine dealer Paul Clarke from Walsall 
must pay back more than £50,000 of his 
ill-gotten gains or face more time behind 
bars. 

The 32-year-old was jailed for six years 
for possession with intent to supply co¬ 
caine and money laundering at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court in January. 

Detectives then launched an inves¬ 
tigation to recover ‘dirty’ money. They 
found just over £52,000 of available as¬ 
sets - including cash, an Audi Q7 and 
Peugeot van. At a proceeds of crime 
hearing at the same Wolverhampton 
court, Clarke was told he must repay the 
amount within three months or serve 
another year in custody - meaning he 
will need to sell property. 

Acting Det Sgt Yvonne Barwani, from 
the force’s economic crime unit, said: 
“Clarke did not hide his supposed wealth 
by driving around in hash wheels. After 
Clarke’s drugs empire was busted by of¬ 
ficers we then set about recovering his 
ill-gotten gains.” 

Clarke, of Cresswell Crescent, Blox- 
wich, had been stopped by officers in the 
Mossley area on October 16 last year in a 
van which contained more than £70,000 
of cocaine. 

A search of his home address also re¬ 
covered more Class A drugs and over 
£17,000 in cash. He was also charged 
with driving whilst disqualified driving, 
having no insurance and having no driv¬ 
ing licence.

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Firefighter dies suddenly on holiday 


Delusional 
illness led 
to woman 
taking life 

A WOMAN who suffered from a de¬ 
lusional illness was found dead at her 
Sandwell home by police after friends 
and medics became concerned about 
her safety, an inquest heard. 

Marie Challinor, also known as 
Marie Palmer, of James Road, Great 
Barr, had been treated for a depres¬ 
sive illness. At times she believed she 
was being watched by neighbours and 
the police. The inquest, in Oldbury, 
heard that her condition was largely 
controlled by medication but lapsed 
when she failed to take it. 

Between October 2013 and Janu¬ 
ary 2014 she was sectioned under the 
mental health act after talking of try¬ 
ing to starve herself to death. Efforts 
were made to support the 50-year-old 
in the community with regular checks 
and visits from herself and mental 
health workers. But on May 27, her 
partner contacted the GP surgery 
voicing concerns that she had not re¬ 
sponded to his texts or calls. 

A psychiatric nurse visited her the 
same day and reported that Ms Chal¬ 
linor had made a golfball-sized hole 
in the window with a hammer. Later 
after more fears, police forced entry, 
finding her dead in bed.A suicide 
note was also found. A post mortem 
confirmed she died on June 3 of an 
overdose of prescribed drugs. Black 
Country coroner Zafar Siddique said 
no evidence of neglect by the health 
services was found. He concluded: 
“Although Marie was being sup¬ 
ported, her delusional symptoms had 
returned with some vigour and she 
took her own life.”

Tributes are being paid to watch 
commander John Sale, a fire officer at 
Canley Fire Station in Coventry. 

Mr Sale, who was in his early 50s, 
suffered a heart attack on a holiday in 
St David’s in Wales, he was taken to 
hospital and later died. 

West Midlands Fire Service said 
he joined as recruit in 1994, serving 
around the region, including at Wal¬ 
sall and Wednesbury stations. 


Fire stations flied their flags at half- 
mast as a mark of respect to Mr Sale, 
who is survived by his wife Liz, and 
two children, Kate and George. 

His station commander, Robert 
Mair, said today: “He was always 
looking at ways of improving the ser¬ 
vice and held quality training at the 
top of his agenda. John had previously 
spent 10 years in the RAF, and also 
had a career break to spend several 
years living and working in Australia 
with his family, Liz, Kate and George. 

“John was a true family man at 
heart who loved the open-doors, 


walking, climbing, windsurfing and 
walking his dog. He had many a good 
adventure with his best friend, watch 
commander Dave Smith, who said: 
“I have been overwhelmed by the 
amount of messages I have received 
from friends in the fire service look¬ 
ing back on John’s life with so much 
respect and admiration for him. 

“John will be sorely missed by all 
that knew him.” 

Chief fire officer Phil Loach added: 
“John was an extremely capable fire 
officer, much respected by his col¬ 
leagues and friends.” 


Call to pull the plug on 
buskers at town centre 


NUISANCE buskers could be forced 
to face the music as new council 
powers to pull the plug on noisy 
street performers are considered. 

More than 150 people have signed a 
petition calling on Sandwell Council to 
take action against one street musician in 
Wednesbury town centre, who has been 
driving shoppers and traders mad with 
his amplifier and blaring backing CDs. 

Now the authority is considering getting 
tougher on buskers across the borough with 
stricter rules and powers to move on unwanted 
performers. 

Among the businesses to have signed the 
petition about the busker in Union Street is 
Walker Meats manager Jason Farquhar, aged 
45. He said: “The way he sings and the noise he 
makes, it is horrendous. 

“After listening to that for four, five, six 
hours, it just gets you down. I’ve told him be¬ 
fore that I will throw a bucket of water over 
him. It just sounds like whining.” 

Another shopkeeper, who asked to remain 
anonymous, added: “He is a nuisance. He is 
loud. He is rude. I think it does put customers 
off and I think the council should take action 
against buskers.” However, not every shop in 
the town has lost their patience with the singer. 

Speakers 

Janet May, 54, from Christine’s Cards on 
Union Street, said: “It doesn’t bother me. I ha¬ 
ven’t signed the petition. If they come or go it 
doesn’t make a difference to me.” 

Yet after hearing concerns from many town 
centre businesses, the petition was put for¬ 
ward by Labour councillor for the Wednesbury 
South ward Pam Hughes, and is now being 
considered by the council. Councillor Hughes 
said: “This particular busker in Wednesbury 
town centre is quite loud and uses speakers. 

“More thanl50 signatures have been col¬ 
lected in a petition. It will now be considered 
to see if we can take it further for enforcement. 
Sandwell Council doesn’t have a policy for stop¬ 
ping buskers in the town centre. But he has 
been there for a good 12 months, and it is up¬ 
setting local businesses.” 

A West Midlands Police spokesman said: “If 
it is a noise nuisance issue it will be council-led. 
But the police do have powers that we can use 
if we deem it necessary to do so. These include 
issuing public order offences.” The matter is 
now being investigated by council officers.

“The high-low flip box area includes a police 
van, there’s a special DJ area and even a dou¬ 
ble-decker bus, which is our VIP Party Room.” 

Customers will be able to take advantage of a 
series of special offers during the launch week¬ 
end, with entry at half-price. 

Planners 

Flip Out is open between noon and 6pm on Sat¬ 
urday and 9am and 7pm on Sunday. 

The firm was given the go-ahead to move to 
Oldbury after planners at Sandwell Council gave 
the scheme the thumbs up back in April. 

It was seen as an ideal location as it is close to 
the M5 motorway and within easy reach of Bir¬ 
mingham. 

The growing company recently opened a cen¬ 
tre in Stone, Staffordshire, and has similar at¬ 
tractions in Stoke and Bristol. Others are also 
planned for London and Manchester. 

There has been a rise in popularity of the cen¬ 
tres recently, with a new trampoline activity cen¬ 
tre in Wednesfield having proved a big hit after 
opening last year. 

Air Space was unveiled at Bentley Bridge retail 
park and features a similar layout of linked tram¬ 
polines for users to bounce across.

A PLAN to create an industrial park in the Black 
Country bringing around 100 jobs has been 
scrapped, it has been revealed. 

A scheme to build factories in Kelvin Way, West 
Bromwich, will not go ahead after council bosses 
decided playing fields that were due to be built on 
should be kept for public use. 

The proposal had proved controversial in the 
area, with residents objecting to the land being 
swallowed up by a developer. In May, bosses at 
Sandwell Council spoke of their desire to con¬ 
tinue with the project and that a major developer 
remained committed to moving to the 160,000 sq 


ft site, but the situation has now changed follow¬ 
ing a shake-up of the authority’s top members. 

Regeneration boss Councillor Paul Moore said: 
“The new cabinet has looked again at the pro¬ 
posals to develop this site and decided it should 
be kept for the benefit of the local community. 
We are committed to bringing investment into 
our borough and to creating jobs, however in this 
case, the playing field and its current value to the 
community outweighs the earlier decision.” 

Initial plans revealed in 2013 were for a 57,000 
sq ft production facility for the design and manu¬ 
facturing of Jaguar Land Rover engine parts. 



Warning to 
check out 
on licences 
for carriers 

RESIDENTS having work done on 
their homes and gardens this sum¬ 
mer are being reminded to check an¬ 
yone they employ has a waste carrier 
licence. 

Companies and individuals who 
take away rubble, garden rubbish, 
old bathroom fittings and other large 
items must be signed up to the scheme 
to legally dispose of waste. 

Unscrupulous traders who aren’t 
signed up to the scheme often dump 
the rubbish instead of disposing of it 
responsibly. Traders who transport 
waste and do not have a licence can 
be fined up to £5,000. 

Leader of Sandwell Council Coun¬ 
cillor Steve Eling said: “The rules are 
there to prevent fly-tipping. 

“Householders may not know that 
if the person they employ to take 
away their rubbish dumps it illegally, 
the householder themselves could be 
fined. We don’t want to fine residents, 
but it’s the law. If you’re having rub¬ 
bish taken away, ask to see the trad¬ 
er’s permit and check they have made 
arrangements to legally dispose of 
your waste. And if they are not reg¬ 
istered, do not use them - it’s your 
responsibility to check. 

“There’s also a risk that unlicenced 
waste carriers are untrustworthy in 
other ways - we have seen some in¬ 
dividuals who didn’t have licences rip 
off elderly people by massively over¬ 
charging for the job they were doing 
as well as not having a licence.”

Jail for man in 
fight with knife 

A MAN who slashed a drinker’s 
throat with a Stanley knife during a 
fight in a Birmingham pub has been 
jailed for 10 years. 

James Lee lashed out with the blade 
at Erdington High Street pub The 
Cross Keys on June 3, severing his 
41-year-old victim’s carotid artery and 
leading to ‘catastrophic’ blood loss. 

Doctors later said the man - who 
had earlier been punched by an asso¬ 
ciate of Lee - would have bled to death 
had he not received swift medical at¬ 
tention by paramedics and customers. 

Builder Lee, from Stechford, was 
knocked unconscious during the fight. 
He pleaded guilty to wounding with 
intent to cause grievous bodily harm 
and at Birmingham Crown Court he 
was jailed for 10 years and handed an 
extended licence period of four years.

Borough jobless on rise 
despite national trend 


THE West Midlands bucked the na¬ 
tional trend of a fall in unemploy¬ 
ment in the run-up to Britain’s vote 
to leave the EU - with Sandwell see¬ 
ing more people claiming jobless 
benefits. 

The total out of work in the region was 
173,000 for the three months to June - 
18,000 up on the previous quarter - the 
equivalent of 6.1 per cent of the work¬ 
force. 

The number claiming Jobseeker’s Allowance 
and other unemployment benefits in the region 
also rose across the West Midlands in July. The 
total claiming was 82,035 (2.3 per cent of the 
working population) - 2,810 up on June. 

In Sandwell the number claiming rose by 
135 to 7,155 (3.6 per cent), with neighbouring 
Walsall up by 200 to 4,785 (2.8 per cent). Wol¬ 
verhampton was up 195 to 6,645 (4.2 per cent) 
and in South Staffordshire there was a rise of 
20 to 685 (one per cent). 

Nationally there was a record number of peo¬ 
ple in work in the April to June period. The em¬ 
ployment rate reached a record high of 74.5 per 
cent, with 31.8 milli on people in work, 172,000 
more than the previous quarter. 

A total of 1.64 million people are unemployed 
- a fall of 52,000 over the quarter and 207,000 
down compared with a year ago, giving a job¬ 
less rate of 4.9 per cent. 

The national claimant count, fell by 8,600 to 
763,000 in the period after the Brexit vote. 

The number in work in the West Midlands 
for the quarter was 2.66m, 12,000 more than 
the previous quarter and 65,000 ahead for the 
year. 

JobCentre Plus business development man¬ 
ager for the Black Country, Gerry Lyng, said 
the trend for unemployment in the region was 
still downwards with more jobs continuing to 
be created. “At the moment it is mainly retail 
jobs that are coming on stream such as the 200 
recently announced at Gallagher Retail Park, 
Wednesbury,” he added. 

Mr Lyng said that the creation of apprentice¬ 
ships was having a positive impact on reducing 
youth unemployment in the Black Country. 

Minister for Employment, Damian Hinds, 
said: “These record-breaking figures show that 
there are more people in work than ever before, 
which is great news as we build a Britain that 
works for everybody. In the West Midlands 
there’s a record 2.66 million people in work, a 
rise of 65,000 in the last year alone.”

The scheme, which is being run 
by the Canal & River Trust and Bir¬ 
mingham City Council, is part of a 
drive to increase cycling. John Harris, 
from the Canal & River Trust, said: 
“These lights were originally installed 
in the early 1980s and most of them 
now don’t work very well or are bro¬ 
ken. The new, low maintenance lights 
should last eight years before the 
bulbs need to be replaced.”

NATHAN BRIANT tells how the 
memory of Bert Bissell, the 
peace campaigner, will always 
live on, helping so many others 


THE weather was poor but that 
didn’t stop a party from Dudley 
commemorating a legendary peace 
campaigner from the town for the 
third consecutive year. 

Legendary is a word often overused, 
but it is appropriate for Bert Bissell, 
whose life and work is not only commem¬ 
orated in his home town but also 390 
miles away, in Fort William in Scotland. 

He took countless trips with young people, 
showing them Ben Nevis, the highest moun¬ 
tain in the British Isles. Fort William is the 
nearest town to the mountain. He was instru¬ 
mental in maintaining links between Fort Wil¬ 
liam, Dudley and Hiroshima, one of the two 
Japanese cities obliterated by an American 
atomic bomb at the end of the Second World 
War. 

Memorial 

In 1985, he unveiled a memorial to the links 
established between the three places. 

And perhaps his most productive trip up 
Ben Nevis took place in 1945. It was Victory 
over Japan Day, or VJ Day, and Bert, who 
lived on Selborne Road, led a pilgrimage party 
from the Bible class to the summit and con¬ 
structed a ‘peace cairn’ to commemorate the 
end of the Second World War. It is this which 
is immortalised by the trekkers. 

And to recognise the impact he had on so 
many people’s lives and his attitude towards 
world peace, 28 people from the Black Coun¬ 
try walked the 10-mile round trip, with its in¬ 
cline of more than 4,000 ft, up the mountain 
recently to raise money for charities. 

Councillor Steve Waltho said: “We kicked 
off in rainy conditions. There were about 20 
of us and it was a battle to be honest - there 
are so few times when I have seen so much 


water [on Ben Nevis]. When we were there 
the conditions weren’t good and it just made 
it more treacherous. I have got £300 to £400 
from people from work. I would say we are 
going to exceed £5,000. It’ll probably be much 
higher than that. 

“We think it’s just the real appeal of the 
event over three years. For three years my¬ 
self, [Dudley MP] Ian Austin and [fellow 
Dudley councillor] Dave Tyler came together; 
Ian knows the Bissell family. The first year at¬ 
tracted 10 or 11 walkers; in 2015 there were 
15 and this year it attracted the most ever.” 

He added: “The very first year we contacted 
a councillor up there. He’s very interested 
in what we are trying to do up there. There 
are three stained glass windows moved from 
Dudley to Fort William [to mark Mr Bissell’s 
contribution].” 

“Bert was 96 when he died in 1998. He 


started the Bible club back in 1925 in Bicken 
Street. He is usually credited as being Dud¬ 
ley’s first probation officer - even before pro¬ 
bation officers existed. He used to take young 
people and set them on the right path. But he 
took a whole interest in world peace. 

“And there is a peace cairn at the top of Ben 
Nevis, made by the groups of young people 
taken up there and of course Bert himself. He 
was an absolute phenomenon. I don’t know of 
any other person who has the freedom of two 
different boroughs. He was recognised in Fort 
William and Dudley.” 

But despite Councillor Waltho’s admiration, 
there is one regret he has - that he never got 
to meet Mr Bissell himself, never got to speak 
to him about his ideals. He attended a meeting 
in the mid-1990s at which Mr Bissell spoke, 
but he never met him. 

Mr Bissell begun taking Bible classes up 


Snowdon in Wales then went to Ben Nevis for 
the first time in the early 1930s. It was there 
he formed a lifelong love for that range. He is a 
well-known figure in Fort William; he used to 
give talks to hundreds of schoolchildren. 

The Highland Council’s Councillor Thomas 
MacLennan said: “I’m 53 and the relation¬ 
ship with Dudley and Fort William was really 
strong. They came up again three years ago 
and Bert Bissell is well known in Fort Wil¬ 
liam.” 

Such was the impact that when Mr Bissell 
talked at schools in the town, people remem¬ 
ber them decades on. 

Mr Bissell’s family arrived in the Black 
Country in the 1920s from Yorkshire. Born in 
1902, he was one of five sons, their father a 
Methodist minister. He helped young people 
for decades and the regular blood donor was 
rewarded for his service when he was awarded 
an MBE in 1959. His life is commemorated 
with a monument opposite Dudley Council 
House in Coronation Gardens. 

Astley Blake, who now runs the Bible class 
Bert set up along with other campaigners Da¬ 
mian Corfield, Shaz Saleem and Steve Rayner 
and former Dudley police chief Richard Green, 
also took part. 

Charities 

The party included Dudley’s Mayor Coun¬ 
cillor Mohammed Hanif and other councillors 
Keiran Casey and Cathryn Bayton. They were 
also helped by National Express, who spon¬ 
sored the climb. They provided a coach for the 
stretch from the Black Country to Scotland 
and back again - a journey of nearly 800 miles. 

All funds raised this year will go to the 
Councillor Hanif’s chosen charities for the 
year. They are the Friends of Alfie Johnson 
- which helps children with disabilities - the 
Dudley Centre for Inclusive Living and Dia¬ 
betes UK. 

The town legend was a friend of the Austin 
family and someone current Dudley North MP 
Ian Austin MP knew well as a child. Mr Austin 
said in June: “It goes to show the enduring 
legacy of Bert’s work in the community.”

£32111 overhaul scheme for 
trading estate is passed 


AMBITIOUS £32 million plans to overhaul a historic trading 
estate in Tipton and create more than 1,500 jobs have been 
approved by council bosses. 

Proposals to flatten the majority of the existing buildings on the 
Vaughan Trading Estate in Sedgley Road East were unveiled in April. 
Now plans have been given the go-ahead after Sandwell Council plan¬ 
ning committee voted unanimously in favour of it at aplanning meet¬ 
ing at the town’s Council House. 

A planning application submitted to 
Sandwell Council by developer Dudley 
Unit Trust says overhauling the site 
would create 1,510 posts - 944 on site. 

Bosses behind the scheme aim to 
create 430,000 sq ft of work space on 
land neighbouring the Thomas Dudley 
Foundry and CAB Autos. 

Councillor Ian Jones, who worked 
on the former Vono site in the 1970s, 
believes the major investment will be 
a big boost to the area. 

He said: “Anything that will bring 
employment and upgrade the estate 
I think should be welcomed. I used to 
work at the site and it’s been in des¬ 
perate need of an upgrade for some 
considerable time. 

It’s very pleasing that there is going 
to be investment going into that area, 
because it was home to a lot of local 
employers and provided jobs for an 
awful lot of people in the area before. 

“You look at companies like CAB 
Autos, and you can tell how successful 
they are by the fact that the car park 
is always rammed. It will be good to 
have other businesses to supplement 
them in the area. Anything that can 
help the site become more usable and 
even better is something I welcome. 
Now I really hope that it gets delivered 
on time and within budget.” 

The planning report for the site 
states: “The proposed development 
has the potential to provide for 944 
full-time equivalent jobs on site.” 


Tickets flying 
off shelves to 
see Scotsman 

TICKETS to see the legendary Flying 
Scotsman at the Severn Valley Rail¬ 
way have sold out, the attraction has 
confirmed. 

The iconic locomotive will be ap¬ 
pearing at the historic railway line 
from September 21 to 26 as part of the 
Pacific Power event being held there . 

The appearance of the Flying Scots¬ 
man has generated intense interest 
among fans and enthusiasts since it 
was announced it was coming to the 
SVR. When 7,000 tickets first went 
on sale in April the website crashed 
within minutes. 

Within six hours of going on sale, 
half of the tickets available were 
snapped up. Eventually, tickets were 
only available by telephone, or by call¬ 
ing into the Severn Valley Railway of¬ 
fices in Kidderminster. 

The Flying Scotsman was the first 
locomotive to travel at lOOmph. 

It will be appearing between Kid¬ 
derminster and Bridgnorth during its 
visit.

A MULTI-MILLION pound facelift 
to transform a 1960s tower block is 
underway. Nelson House, in Tipton, 
will be upgraded in a £2.5million re¬ 
furbishment. 

It will result in new windows and 
doors, lighting, fire alarms and smoke 
detectors, balcony railings and a fea¬ 
ture roof. The work will also see the 
creation of a larger car park and com¬ 
prehensive landscaping. Construction 
company Lovells will be carrying out 
the build. 

The Upper Church Lane property 


will be the 35th block of flats to be 
refurbished in the last 10 years by 
Sandwell Council. 

Authority bosses hailed the revamp 
and said it was a long time coming. 

Councillor Kerrie Carmichael, vis¬ 
iting the site, said: “It’s good news 
that this work is finally going ahead. 
It’s long overdue for the tenants here 
and we appreciate their patience. Not 
only will the renovation create better 
homes for the people living here, it will 
also lengthen the lifespan of and im¬ 
prove the appearance of the building. 


“I’m extremely proud that we have 
managed to continue investing in our 
council homes despite such challeng¬ 
ing financial times. In this case, the 
work was delayed due to Government 
cutting the funding for our housing in¬ 
vestment programme and we have had 
to find the money ourselves. 

“This is the 35th block that the 
council has refurbished over the last 
10 years and this is part of an ongoing 
refurbishment programme for the bor¬ 
ough’s tower blocks.’’The work should 
finish in the summer of 2017. 


Firm fined on 
inferno set 
to relocate 

A COMPANY fined £270,000 for blun¬ 
ders that sparked a factory inferno so 
hot it melted plastic window frames 
on nearby houses, plans to move from 
the Black Country, it has emerged. 

Alcohols, which has operated a busi¬ 
ness from Cresswells Road, Langley 
for 30 years, is finalising a proposed 
£12 million switch to a purpose-built 
factory in Rugby, Warwickshire. 

The news was broken during the 
Wolverhampton Crown Court case on 
Thursday in which the firm admitted 
health and safety failures that put its 
staff and the general public at risk. 

The massive inferno broke out 
when chemical fumes were ignited by 
static electricity as highly flammable 
ethyl acetate was transferred from 
one container to another without the 
earth cable being connected. 

The blaze burned for 18 hours be¬ 
cause valves on chemical tanks were 
corroded and could not be turned off, 
the court heard. It was so fierce that 
panels bent on parked cars and plastic 
fascias melted at nearby homes. 

Mr Andrew McLaughlin, represent¬ 
ing Alcohols, which has an annual 
turn over of around £22million and 
makes about £1.7million-a-year profit, 
disclosed: “The company is now plan¬ 
ning to move to Rugby. This will cost 
between £12 million and £15million. 
There are no immediate plans to sell 
the Langley site.”

The game was Albion’s third FA Cup triumph as they de¬ 
feated Blues 2-1 in the all West Midlands affair at Wembley 
in front of a crowd of more than 92,000. 

It is believed the programme will be particularly attrac¬ 
tive to collectors due to its relatively good condition and the 
fact it dates from before the Second World War. 

Two commemorative cup final handkerchiefs were also 
handed in, though these are more common. Andrew May- 
all, from Fieldings, said its age made it an interesting piece.

Permanent 
long-stay 
parking is 
in pipeline 


A TEMPORARY long-stay car park in West 
Bromwich could be made permanent under 
new plans - boosting town centre trade. 

The five-year lease on the 157-space pay and dis¬ 
play Edward Street car park, on the former Sandwell 
swimming baths, is set to expire. 

Council chiefs have now submitted proposals to make the 


car park. Councillor Preet 
Gill said she welcomed the 
application, as it provided 
much-need spaces and is 
to the benefit of West Bro¬ 
mwich. If the car park was 
not there, it would ‘cause a 
massive issue around park¬ 
ing’, she added. 

Councillor Gill said:

Bromwich.” The site is bor¬ 
dered by Lodge Road, West 
Bromwich Town Hall car 
park, Lombard Street West 
and Edward Street.

When the baths were de¬ 
molished a temporary car 
park was constructed and 
opened in April 2008 with 
126 spaces. This was ex¬ 
tended to 157 spaces when 
the council offices were later 
demolished.

Historians in plea to put 
record straight on hero 



The Shot At Dawn memorial to those soldiers who were killed by their 


HE was the 22-year-old Wal¬ 
sall soldier shot at dawn for 
‘cowardice’ during the First 
World War. 

But now 100 years on since the 
execution of Lance Corporal Fred¬ 
erick John Hawthorne, military 
researchers have called for people 
to pay their respects to him on Oc¬ 
tober 29. 

Relatives and military veterans are 
being invited to join them when they 
visit the Shot at Dawn memorial at 
Staffordshire’s National Memorial Ar¬ 
boretum. 

The memorial remembers the Brit¬ 
ish Army and Commonwealth soldiers 
executed after courts martial for de¬ 
sertion and other capital offences 
during the First World War - and LC 
Hawthorne was one of the original 
names on the memorial when it was 
completed in 2001. 

The stakes of three more soldiers 
from the South Staffordshire Regi¬ 
ment, who were executed for mutiny, 
are due to be added to the memorial 
during a ceremony. It follows a cam¬ 
paign helped by The Chase Project 
military research group. 

Richard Pursehouse, of the group, 
said they were also keen to find out 
more about him. He volunteered for 
service fought for two years including 
two major battles. “He should be rec¬ 
ognised for what he was. I think he is 
a war hero.” 

LC Hawthorne was one of eight 
siblings who grew up at The Wharf in 
Aldridge and volunteered for service 
with the South Staffordshire Regi¬ 
ment in September 1914, facing two 
major battles during the Great War - 
at the Loos attack on September 1915 
as well as the 46th Division’s (North 
Midlands) failed assault at Gommer- 
court on the Somme in July 1916. 

But later that month he was accused 
of refusing orders to provide covering 
fire for a ‘wiring party’ that set up de-

fences in No Man’s Land. He was sen¬ 
tenced to death within days. 

Hawthorne feared it was not dark 
enough to go out and they would be 
slaughtered by the Germans, stating 
it was ‘bloody murder’. 

Despite initially resisting he did 
eventually go out, however he arrived 
back separately from the wiring party 
who claimed not to see him. Hawthorn 
said he lost contact with the wiring 
group and had been delayed.

Nevertheless he was charged with 
‘when on active service, misbehaving 
before the enemy in such a manner as 
to show cowardice’. He was executed 
by a firing squad at 5.12am on August 
11, 1916. In 1919, following the end of 
the First World War, the annual Army 
Act rescinded the right of Army Courts 
Martial to execute soldiers. 

The ceremony at the National Me¬ 
morial Arboretum will be held at 10am 
on October 29. 


















Police error on death 
led to family's delay

MOTORISTS faced long delays 
on the M5 when a caravan was 
blown into the central reserva¬ 
tion and ended up on its side. 

A family travelling in the car 
towing the vehicle had a lucky 
escape when strong winds swept 
across the motorway. 

West Midlands Police and 
West Midlands Fire Service both 
attended the scene of the crash, 
which took place on the north¬ 
bound carriageway between Old¬ 
bury and West Bromwich. No-one 
was injured. Oldbury Fire Station 
tweeted a photo of the vehicle on 
its side across all three lanes. The 


crew posted: “A lucky escape for 
this family. Thankfully no-one 
hurt. 

“The power of the wind turned 
this caravan over on M5 North.” 
The caravan blocked three lanes 
of the carriageway between junc¬ 
tion two at Oldbury and junction 
one at West Bromwich. West Mid¬ 
lands Police confirmed that they 
received a call to the incident at 
12.06pm on Wednesday, and that 
no other vehicles were involved. 
As the clear-up continued there 
were reports of delays of up to an 
hour from junction three at Hale¬ 
sowen. 


RELATIVES of a man found 
dead at home after taking pre¬ 
scribed drugs did not know of 
his death until nearly a week 
later, an inquest heard. 

Paul Tomes, aged 54, from Winwood 
Road, Oldbury, had been living with a 
friend after leaving a hostel in Hand- 
sworth a few months earlier. 

His body was discovered on September 17, 
yet Sandwell Coroners Court heard that West 
Midlands Police sent a notification of the death 
to an incorrect email - with Mr Tomes body 
still at the undertaker’s nearly a week later. 

Speaking about events following the death, 
Det Sgt Rob Bastin, from the homicide team at 
Harbourne Police station, said an ‘administra¬ 
tive error’ had been made. He added: “It was 
clear that the coroners office had not been in¬ 
formed in the right fashion and I was appalled 
that had happened. When it was looked into, 
the email had been sent by officers and was 
missing a dot in the email address.” 

In response, Senior Coroner Zafar Siddique, 
said: “I will be writing to the chief constable 
in regards to this matter due to the lateness of 
this death referral and the distress it caused 
the family.” 

The inquest heard that Mr Tomes had been 
discovered by his friend, Tristan Wells, and 
his partner after they returned to the house 
on September 17 at 4.30pm. 

His body was found on the lounge floor with 
brown liquid and vomit present, showing he 
had been ‘quite unwell’. It was revealed that 
several prescription drugs were found in Mr 
Tomes system and the house. 

The cause of death given following a post 
mortem and autopsy was multi drug toxicity 
along with bleeding of the small bowel. 

He had also been a recreational drug user in 
the past, taking heroine and cocaine. 

Concluding a verdict of a drug related death, 
Senior Coroner Mr Siddique, said: “Having 
considered the facts it was clear that on the 
balance of probability Paul was leading a cha¬ 
otic life. There was evidence of drug use so 
sadly this was a drug related death.”

A time when WE mattered more 
than you or l, in the community 


WE live in a ‘me and mine’ world. 
The cult of the individual, of ‘do¬ 
ing it for me’, of watching out for 
myself, and of ‘it’s nothing to do 
with me’ has been proclaimed 
from the highest level and has 
pervaded all aspects of society. 

We spend our time looking out for 
ourselves, watching our backs, getting 
on with our own lives - and more and 
more we are on our own. 

We live at the back of our houses and 
in our back gardens. Our front door step 
is used only as an access into our private 
space, not to stand upon and look out at the 
life of the street and engage with it. 

We don’t join clubs like we used to and we 
don’t flock to the rec as once we did to play 
games of 20 a-side football. 

Our eyes are turned resolutely away 
from the public sphere and focused instead 
on our own little world. We sit transfixed 
by texting on our mobile phones, we com-

municate with our computers, we play with 
hi-tech equipment, and we watch satellite 
television that tells us of goings on across 
the world when we know so little about 
what’s happening around the corner. 

And when we do go outside we head as 
fast as we can for our cars to place ourselves 
safely within an extension of our home. 

We have become more insular and less 
neighbourly. This is a rapid reversal of the 
world in which so many of us grew up. 

That was indeed a ‘we and ours world’ 
where everything was part of a pool into 
which everyone could dip. 

That sense of mutuality was highlighted 
by the the Co-op, building societies and 
trade unions, but its roots lay firmly in the 
family. Very little was owned individually, 
everything belonged to each member, be 
they young or old. 

Mothers and fathers worked not for their 


own benefit but for the wellbeing of the 
family as a collective unit and taught their 
children the same belief. 

But it was not only the good things that 
were shared, so too were hardships - and 
hardships abounded in working-class Eng¬ 
land. If an old person had no fuel, someone 
would give them a bucket of slack.If a man 
was injured or killed in an accident at work, 
then the neighbours would pull together to 
help his widow and children get by. 

Women, especially older women, were at 
the centre of this community action. 

They found out what was happening 
through gossip. If a woman was ill, some¬ 
one would always feed her kids and do her 
washing. If she was in labour, an old lady 
would come and help with the birth. 

When someone died, another old lady 
would lay them out so that the family and 
neighbours could pay their respects, whilst 
yet another old lady would collect the 
money from the neighbours for the wreath. 

And it was also respected old women who 
would arrange the charabanc trips to the 


country or the seaside and the street parties 
that celebrated the great events in the life 
of the nation, like VE Day and the Corona¬ 
tion of the Queen. 

On Tuesday May 8, 1945, that day’s pa¬ 
pers carried the news that it was “VE Day 
Today”. In the West Midlands, as else¬ 
where, VE Day was marked by the pealing 
of church bells, the relaying by loudspeak¬ 
ers of the King’s broadcast speech at 9pm, 
parades of Civil Defence organisations, and, 
of course, street parties. 

Overnight, men and women had happily 
hung up bunting and flags, and it seemed 
that the poorer the neighbourhood the 
more colourful and plentiful were the deco¬ 
rations that garlanded the streets. 

As the preparations were made, they 
were accompanied by the bangs of fireworks 
that some people with foresight had saved 
from before the war - for there had been no 
public sale of fireworks for six years. 

The day itself was a damp one, but not 
even the rain could mar the cheerfulness 
that abounded.

Ozzy Black to his roots 


THE roots of legendary band Black 
Sabbath are revealed in artefacts ex¬ 
pected to raise thousands of pounds 
when they go to auction next month. 

As Ozzy Osbourne’s band continue their 
final world tour, a collection of early and 
pre-Black Sabbath memorabilia, including 
postcards from John Osbourne, as he was 
then known, to his parents in Aston, are 
revealed for the first time. 

Written when Ozzy was in the band Earth, 
the precursor to Black Sabbath, one postcard re¬ 


marks how on a trip to Hamburg he had noticed 
a number of local attractions. He wrote: “There 
are thousands of strip clubs all over the place, 
I have met a rather nice German girl here [sic] 
name is Sylvia. We are going down rather well 
at the Star Club, incidentally it is the same club 
that the Beatles first made D BIG TIME.” 

All the artefacts date from between 1968 to 
1973 and include Earth publicity posters, fly¬ 
ers, handwritten song lyrics, photos and the 
postcards. Others were also sent to his ex-wife 
Thelma. 

They will be sold at Sheffield Auction Gallery 
on September 30. 


Another sent from Florida includes: “Dear 
Mom + Dad. Going down well at gigs, whether 
[sic] is great and everybody is sun taned [sic]... 
We are getting two gold discs at the end of the 
tour.” 

Specialist music valuer and auctioneer at the 
Gallery Stephen Flintoft said: “It is discoveries 
like this that make my job so fulfilling. 

“Perhaps the most interesting item among 
so many is the handwritten lyrics headed by 
Earth to the song Changing Phases, a title later 
changed to Solitude, which featured on the 1971 
double platinum Black Sabbath album Master of 
Reality.

S he is follow¬ 
ing in the 
footsteps of 
Sir Simon Rattle 
and Andris Nel¬ 
sons. 

The brilliant new music 
director of the City of 
Birmingham Symphony 
Orchestra, 29-year-old 
Mirga Grazinyte-Tyla, will be 
unveiled on August 26. 

The Lithuanian has won 
plaudits for her energy 
and ‘rare talent’ and from 
September 2016 she will 
become the CBSO’s 12th 
chief conductor. 

She debuted with the 
orchestra in July 2015 and 
so impressed musicians, 
management and audienc¬ 
es alike that she was asked 
to return in January to con¬ 
duct a specially arranged 
concert. 

Grazinyte-Tyla was for¬ 
merly assistant conductor at 
the Los Angeles Philhar¬ 
monic, where she was a 
Dudamel Fellow in 2012-13. 

Chemistry 

She is also music director 
of the Salzburg Landes- 
theater, in which city she 
won the Salzburg festival 
young conductors award. 

Chief executive Stephen 
Maddock said: “There 
was an instant chemistry 
between Mirga and our 
musicians, and the excite¬ 
ment in Symphony Hall at

her concerts was palpable. 
Mirga is thrilling audiences 
wherever she goes: we 
can’t wait to start making 
music with her.” 

Moritz Pfister, the or¬ 
chestra’s principal second 
violin, agreed. “She’s a very 
popular choice. She’s very 
musical, and also extremely 
expressive. The two con¬ 
certs we did with her were 
really exciting. 

“She has a clear idea of 
what she wants, but she’s 
very receptive to what the 
orchestra has to offer. She 
has a very natural authority 
- from the minute she came 
on stage she was convinc¬ 
ing. It’s great news for us as 
an orchestra and for the arts 
generally in the Midlands.” 


Brothers hell-Brent on 
being comic office boys 


£ Ricky would always be trying out 
material on us - it was surreal to 
see David Brent come to life in front 
of your eyes’. 

Musical brothers Michael and Steven Clarke grew up 
in Aldridge, moved to Amsterdam at a young age and re¬ 
turned to Walsall as teenagers before going their separate 
ways to Birmingham and Devon, so it is fair to say they 
know a little bit about life on the road. 

However, over the last three years the pair have learned 
what that really entails - thanks to comedy icon Ricky 
Gervais and his alter ego David Brent, the cringe-inducing, 
guitar wielding sales rep and star of The Office. Michael 
was chosen to play keyboards in Brent’s band, Foregone 
Conclusion, alongside his brother Steven on bass, when 
Ricky first took the group public back in 2013. Both are 
session musicians. 

The band’s first two shows at London’s Bloomsbury 
Theatre sold out in less than a minute. 

Since then, the group have gone on to record a full 
album and will now take to the big screen in Life On The 
Road, a feature-length film where Brent travels up and 
down the country ch asing his dream of being a rock star. 

Michael, 35, who recently moved from Walsall to Small 
Heath, said: “One of my latest jobs was working with 
Andy Burrows, the former Razorlight drummer, on his solo 
projects. 

“After a couple of years with Andy, it transpired he had 
been speaking with Ricky about potentially getting a band 
together to play these Brent songs. 

“When they decided to give it a try, Andy brought us 
along. It just felt like it was going to work straight away, 
Ricky is an amazing professional with an incredible work 
ethic. 

Grandchildren 

“Everything since then has just been a natural progres¬ 
sion, obviously leading up to this film. 

“At first, I just thought if I had one session with Ricky 
playing these songs, it would be a good one to tell the 
grandchildren. Now I can just show them the proof.” 

Getting in front of the camera was a new experience for 
Michael and Steven, who admitted to being a bit nervous 
at first over the prospect of ruining takes with uncontrol¬

lable laughter. Being a long-time fan of The Office and 
Ricky Gervais, Michael said he was unsure as to how he 
would be able to control himself, saying: “I have been a 
fan of Ricky for years now, back to when he was on The 11 
O’clock Show. 

“In rehearsals he would just become Brent for a few 
minutes at a time, you knew he was trying out material and 
he would have everyone laughing. 

“Some of those bits became fully formed jokes for the 
movie. When it came to filming, I was a bit nervous about 
controlling myself, but as soon as I saw Ricky was the 
worst out of all of us that helped me relax. 

“I wouldn’t call what I do acting in the film, but I tried to 
get myself into the mindset of my character. 


“I thought, how would I react if I was in this band with 
some guy called David Brent and he was doing all of these 
silly things?” 

Since joining Foregone Conclusion, Michael’s life has 
taken on a surreal quality, culminating in a performance 
in Leicester Square last Wednesday ahead of the world 
premiere. 

He called joining the band a ‘golden opportunity’ after 
years of trials and tribulations in bands. 

It was Steven, 37, who was the original musician in the 
family, with his band the Dum Dums achieving a clutch of 
top 20 singles between 2000 and 2001. 

He now works as a tour manager, alongside his job as a 
session musician, as well as performing alongside brother 
Michael in the pair’s band the Sad Professors. Steven, who 
recently moved to Devon with his wife and her son, said: 
“Over the years it has become easier for me and Michael to 
work together. 

“That competitive spirit kind of fades away and you 
just focus on what you can do together. This has been an 
unbelievable experience for us both and I am glad we got 
to work together on such a special project.” 

Musically 

Speaking about Brent’s musical stylings, Steven said 
it was ‘great fun’ to be able to play music and not be too 
concerned about being perceived as ‘cool’ or have to 
double guess what an audience would want. 

He said: “In terms of publicity and attention, this is by far 
the most high profile project we have worked on. You see 
the posters everywhere, catch the trailers on TV and it just 
doesn’t go away how huge it all is. 

“I will speak to people and when they ask what I have 
been up to, I tell them that I have been working in David 
Brent’s band. They always say it sounds like the best job in 
the world. 

“On the other side of the coin, when I think about this 
musically, we have just got to indulge every musical cliche 
we would be too afraid to do in our original bands. 

“That has been a joy and, of course, it helps us work 
quicker, because Ricky can just point to a Bruce Spring¬ 
steen or David Bowie song and we know exactly what he 
wants.”

I t’s 60 years since Hancock’s Half 
Hour made the leap from the radio 
to the small screen, and in the 
process became British TV’s first great 
home-grown sitcom.

But if that’s left you wondering 
where the much-loved classic sitcoms 
of tomorrow are going to come from, 
never fear - BBC Two is out to prove 
that the genre is still in rude health 
with a string of pilots, including 
tonight’s Home from Home. 

On paper, all the new one-offs look 


promising - Peep Show’s Paterson 
Joseph and Robert Webb are starring 
in The Coopers vs The Rest and Our 
Ex Wife respectively, while award¬ 
winning stand-up comedian James 
Acaster is behind We the Jury. 

Motherland practically groans with 
class, as its writers include Graham 
Linehan (Father Ted and The IT 
Crowd) and Sharon Horgan 
(Catastrophe, Pulling). 

However, as seasoned sitcom 
watchers know, no matter how good 
the pedigrees of everyone involved, 
sometimes a comedy also needs that 
little bit of extra unpredictable magic to 
succeed.

At first it seems that their ‘traditional’ 
lodge at Lake View Holiday Park has 
been worth all the hard work and 
sacrifices - but that’s before they 
meet their new neighbours, Robert 
(Adam James) and Penny Dillon 
(Emilia Fox). 

Robert is outdoorsy, while Penny 
is glamorous and louche, and Neil 
can’t help feeling that the Dillons 
are superior to the Hacketts in every 
way. 

Fiona is willing to put any feelings of 
inferiority to one side and join their 
new neighbours for a ‘getting to know 
you’ barbecue, but her husband is 
less convinced. 

However, when the sangria starts 
flowing, it seems that everyone 
loosens up - which may not be a 
good idea as Neil commits the 
ultimate faux pas... 

It remains to be seen whether 
Home From Home will be so 
successful that someone will be 
recreating it in 2078, but here’s hoping 
it gets to become a series.

To start 
the Cannock RUFC junior teams I had to prove to the local 
youngsters from the wider Cannock area that there was 
another sport other than football,” he said. 

“Cannock RUFC Juniors with an under-14 team then 
won the Staffordshire Championship in their first season. 

“The following season we started the under-12s and the 
following season the under-lOs. 

“The mini junior section was established and to continue 
our feeder policy we organised a Chase Schools Cup. We 
then went on to take over the under-19s colts for Cannock. 

“Cannock junior teams then went on to beat the best 
Midlands teams such as Moseley, Walsall, Bromsgrove, 
Stafford and Lichfield.” 

Fortunate 

After achieving so much success in junior rugby, Brown 
revealed the pair opted to move the other side of the world 
to fulfil Julie’s dream of living in New Zealand. 

“We were fortunate that I had done everything I had 
wanted to do in business,” he said. 

“Julie had always wanted to live in New Zealand and she 
had supported me throughout life and it was my turn to 
support her.” 

Now with expert knowledge of rugby on both sides of the 
hemisphere, Brown believes that mix is helping the pupils 
he is currently teaching.

OLD PROBLEMS

IT was supposed to be the 
dawning of a new era, but in 
typical Albion fashion there 
was absolutely no fanfare. 

Incoming Chinese owner Guochuan 
Lai wasn’t even presented to the fans 
before the game, which was odd consid¬ 
ering he’s agreed to buy 88 per cent of 
the club. Perhaps he’s shy 

But at least he was at the ground. On Saturday 
there were 1,000 other absentees who screamed 
their message louder than any others. 

The attendance for the first home game of the 
season, a Saturday 3pm kick-off no less, after the 
club has been taken over by new investors, was 
just 23,654. 

That’s nearly 1,000 fewer than last season’s 
average of 24,631, and Everton sold out the away 
end. 

The club has not been willing to reveal how 
many season tickets have been sold this summer, 
and now we know why. 

The empty blue seats in the bottom half of the 
Brummie Road End and parts of the East Stand 
will not have gone unnoticed by the new owner 
at his first game, even if he was sidetracked by 
an early Albion goal. There’s no denying it now, 
supporters are turning away from Tony Pulis. 

They might return of course, should the club 
buy some new players and the style of play im¬ 
prove. But for now, it’s a worrying trend that only 
has one outcome. 

In the post-match interviews Pulis trotted out 
the same old excuse about money, and it’s true, 
the financial disparity was there for all to see. In 
the first half Ronald Koeman brought on Romelu 
Lukaku, a £28million striker who’s been linked 
with a £75m move back to Chelsea. 

Then he threw on Yannick Bolasie, a £25m 
winger, and Ashley Williams, a £12m defender. 

Pulis brought on a 17-year-old, a £1.5m winger, 
and a £3m striker who turns 35 this season. 

There’s no question Albion’s squad is weaker 
than Everton’s. 

Whoever you personally blame for that - be it 
Jeremy Peace, Tony Pulis, Nick Hammond, or 
a mixture of all three - there’s no escaping that 
fact. In some ways, that makes this performance 
quite impressive. Despite having plenty of posses¬ 


sion, Everton just edged Albion out of the contest. 
Had James McClean kept his head in front of 
goal in injury time, or Maarten Stekelenburg not 
stretched his boot out far enough to reach Darren 
Fletcher’s shot, then we could be talking about an 
unbeaten start for Pulis. 

But as it turned out, Everton managed to re¬ 
group after the early blow from Gareth McAuley, 
compose themselves, and do just about enough to 
win the game. 

Koeman deserves plenty of credit of course, 
for recognising the need for a target man and 
bringing Romelu Lukaku on as early as the 37th 
minute. 


Their first goal was a sublime one-touch team 
effort, rounded off by the talented Kevin Mirallas. 

Their second was lucky, but the best player on 
the pitch found himself in the right place at the 
right time and so Gareth Barry’s face ended up 
winning the match. 

Albion’s deficiencies in the final third were laid 
bare, and Jonas Olsson proved again that he’s not 
consistent enough to be given a full-time starting 
place. Matt Phillips had a disappointing home 
debut but there were positives, particularly from 
Saido Berahino, who continues to work his socks 
off to gain some form of redemption at the club 
that made him.
